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(54) WIRE BONDING METHOD 

(57)Abstract 

PURPOSE: To stabilize the height of the form of a loop and 
to contrive to obtain a good wire loop form by a method 
wherein a habit is formed at the part to become the top of 
the wire loop to be formed and this part is so contrived as 
to be twistingly bent 

CONSTITUTION: A clamper for clamping a wire 1 is in an 
open state and after the wire 1 is connected to a first 
bonding point A, a capillary 2 is made to ascend to a point 
B. Then, when the capillary 2 is made to horizontally move 
to a point C slightly in the opposite direction to a second 
bonding point G after being stopped once or for an instant 
at this point B, a habit 1a is formed at a part of the wire 1, 
which is located at the lower end of the capillary 2. Then, 
the capillary 2 is made to ascend as much as the amount 
necessary for forming a wire loop and the wire 1 is fed out 
Then, when the capillary 2 is moved over the second 
bonding point G in a circular orbit with the amount 
necessary for forming the wire loop as its radius, the wire is 
bent from the part of the habit 1a. Therefore, the art of the 
habit 1a becomes the top of the wire loop. Thereby, the height of the form of the loop is stabilized 
and a good wire loop form can be obtained. 
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
